HOPEWELL, N. J., May 13.—(Friday)—(AP)—Colonel 
H. Norman Schwarzkopf announced early today that John F. 
Condon, of New York, and John Hughes Curtis, of Norfolk, 
Va., “will be at these headquarters in a few minutes for ques- 
tioning in connection with this case and they will be turned over 
hy the police authorities at this point to the prosecuting au- 
thorities” this morning. | 
_ Colonel Schwarzkopf apparently was acting in conjunction 
with county prosecuting authorities in an effort to assemble all 
pertinent information regarding thé kidnaping which might be 
made the basis for grand jury action. 


After Colonel Lindbergh had paid the supposed kidnapers 
$50,000 through Condon it was generally believed that positive 
identification of the child had been established through a piece 
of its sleeping garment obtained from the kidnapers by Condon. 

Added importance was given this belief when discovery of 
the body today showed the sleeping garment the baby had on 
when he was kidnaped had been removed, indicating more 
strongly that Condon had been negotiating with the real kid- 
napers. 

It was pointed out clearly in the case that prosecution of 
the kidnapers, when and if they were apprehended, might be 
facilitated by obtaining John Doe indictments in advance.

Tentative Program Calls 

for Increasing Borrow- 
ing Power of Recon- 
struction Group.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—(/)— 
Administration and democratic lead- 
ers worked toward a compromise to- 
night on a gigantic compromise relief 
plan involving a new $1,500,000,000 
fund for loans by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 

President Hoover discussed the pro- 
posal and received the support tonight 
at a conference with republican mem- 
bers of the senate banking commit- 
tee. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader, also ocnsulted 
about the compromise with members 
of the democratic steering and policy 
committees tonight but conclusions 
were postponed pending further con- 
ferences tomorrow. 

The most gigantic peace-time relief 
proposal would provide $250,000,000 
to $300,000,000 for direct loans to 
states for unemployment relief and 
other millions to aid construction 
work, 

“It is proposed,” said President 
Hoover in an announcement after 
tonight’s conference, “to use the in- 
strumentality of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation which has a na- 
tionwide organization. by authorizing 
the corporation eitier to underwrite 
or make loans for incoming, produc- 
ing and self-sustaining enterprises 
which will increase employment 
whether undertaken by public bodies 
or private enterprises.” 

Aside from the $300,000,000 loans 
to states, the remainder of the addi- 
tional fund would be used to finance 
this public and private construction. 

“It is not proposed,” said the presi- 
dent, “to issue government bonds. It 
is proposed to provide the necessary 
funds as they are required by the sale 
of securities of the reconstruction cor- 
poration and its total borrowing pow- 
ers to be increased up to $3,000,000,- 


000. 


“It is hoped that this further proc- 
ess of speeding up the economic ma- 
chine will not involve any such sum. 
But in view of the early adjournment 
of congress it is desirable to provide 
an ample margin.”

HOLE IN FOREHEAD OF CORPSE’ 
INDICATES MURDER OF INFANT 


Identification of Body Is Effected at 
Home by Means of Bits of Clothing; 
Effort Apparently Made To Conceal 
Evidence of Crime.

HOPEWELL, N. J., May 12.—The stolen baby son of 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh was found dead today in the 
Sourland hills of New Jersey. The child had been murdered. 

Blows on the head, inflicted probably on the same March 
night he was kidnaped from the home of his famous father, 


caused the infant’s death. 

The body, lying face down in a hollow and partly covered 
by leaves and wind-blown debris, was discovered by a negro 
truckman in a patch of woods less than five miles from the 


Lindbergh estate. 

The body had been struck once on the top of the head on 
the left side and once on the right below the ear, either blow 
so violently delivered that it would have caused instant death. 

It lay within 75 feet of where linesmen had strung special 
circuits to carry on worldwidt communications in the long and 
unsuccessful effort to get back the curly-haired infant. 
| So badly was the body decomposed that it had to be iden- 
‘tified by pieces of clothing, bone structures and teeth, and it 
‘was impossible to give the police the slightest clue as to exactly 
‘what kind of instrument had brought death. 

To the Trenton establishment of a county physician came 
| Betty Gow, nursemaid to the child and the last person to see 
‘him alive on the night he was stolen 72 days ago, to forge the 
‘final link in the identification. She made her identification 
‘both from the appearance of the body and the fragments of 
the child’s garments. 

The tragic news found the child’s mother, in the words of 
an intimate friend, bearing up with her “usual equanimity.” His 
flying father was absent from Hopewell, presumably off the 
Jersey coast with J. H. Curtis in a vain attempt to negotiate 
for the baby’s return. 

He was communicated with, however, and he hastened to- 
ward Hopewell from an undisclosed place. 

Whether the child had been killed with calculating pur- 
pose by criminals who found it advantageous to them to get 
rid of the infant or whether he had been struck or thrown from 
a fast-moving automobile by panic-stricken abductors was 4 
matter of conjecture. | 

The state’s law enforcement agencies sprang to the task of 
trapping the kidnapers with renewed vigor, Colonel H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf, state police head, announcing that he already 
had a gang under suspicion and governor A. Harry Moore con- 
tributing the statement that—‘‘every attempt should be made 
now to find the murderers of the Lindbergh baby.” 

Significance was attached to a hurried telephone call which 
summoned County Prosecutor Irwin E. Marshall to the Lind- 
bergh home for a conference late tonight. _ 

Two heavy blows on the head ended the life of the baby, 
the official autopsy by Dr. Charles A. Mitchell, county physician, 


disclosed tonight. 

The autopsy showed that the skull had been fractured on 
the left side, the fracture extending from the top of the head 
to just behind the left ear. The second blow was dealt on the 
right side of the head just back of the right ear, and left a hole 
one-half inch in diameter. 

It was as if some adult person had held the baby tightly in 
his arms and deliberately hammered the head with the purpose 
of causing instant death. 

The diagnosis was: 

“The cause of death is a fractured skull due to external 
violence.” 

Dr. Mitchell’s report confirmed that decomposition of the 
body had progressed to the point where it could be surmised 
that the child had been killed almust immediately after the kid- 
naping, depending on climatic and other conditions that might 
have produced such results. 


The autopsy also indicated that the body had not been dis- 
turbed, probabiy since it had been buried, although this point

Two of the strangest of many fic- 
tion-like phases of the Lindbergh kid- 
naping involved a New York educa- 


telegraph machine, which hooked the 
house directly with the New Jersey 
state police telegraph system. All of 
these telephone circuits were manned 
24 hours a day from the minute of 
their installation. 

At times circuits were cleared of 
all watchers and only persons having 
certain numbers could get through. di- 
rectly. to Colonel Lindbergh or Colo- 
nel Breckenridge. This was not done 
in order to apprehend the kidnapers 
or meke it difficult to reach Colonel 
Lindbergh, but to make sure that. at 
no time, could a call come through 
Without getting prompt attention. 

132 Ransom Demands. 

Mail was handled on about the same 
basis of a large mail order house. The 
mail was read by state police, who 
carefully sorted it out. More than 
00.000 pieces of mail bearing on the 
‘kidnaping were received during the 
first 50 days after the baby disap- 
peared, 

The first communications had gone 
direct. to Colonel Lindbergh through 
the regular mail channels. One of 
these was from persons who convinced 
the Lindberghs they were the kid- 
uapers Then for many days it was 
only through letters that the colonel 
was able to keep in contact with the 
kidnape rs. It was through this meth- 
o ot communication that the basis 
for tur first agreement bearing on re- 
turn of the child was negotiated. 

rhe story of how those letters were 
received and taken by police officers 
(letailed to read the mail. to Colonel 
Lindbergh ; how the now famous 
“Jafsie’ advertisements were inserted 
in a Bronx newspaper will some day

At the end of the first month of 
the hunt, more than 132 separate de- 
mands for ransom had reached Col- 
onel Lindbergh. Some of the vast 
amount of work done by the police 
is illustrated by the fact that each of 
these communications—some very de- 
tailed—were carefully checked. 

In addition, there was the regular 
work of police checking on all pos- 
sible persons associated with the baby 
in daily life and on hundreds of 
Suspects who might have had indirect 
contact with the child.

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Pay Doumer Final Tribute

PARIS, May _12,—(UP)—The 
great bells of Notre Dame tolled slow- 
ly and the melancholy beat of muffled 
drums sounded in the streets of Paris 
today as France buried Paul Doumer, 
thirteenth president of the -republic. 

Eight black horses drew the hearse 
while’ a million and-a- half persons 
stood in final tribute. to the assassi- 
nated executive. 

A king, princes of the blood, fa- 
mous statesmen and diplomats fol- 
lowed the hearse from Elysee palace 
to the cathedral. - 

Overhead the somber skies reflected 
the funéreal. atmosphere of the capi- 
tal, to which thousands had come 
from all’ parts of France for the 
service. : 

About 10,000 persons” participated 
in the funeral march. It stretched 
from the presidential palace to Notre 
Dame and was comparable only to 
the great demonstration of sympathy 
and admiration when Marshal Foch 
was buried. 

Behind the hearse were six funeral 
cars, loaded with wreaths sent by dig- 
nitaries, including President Hoover, 
and drawn by coal-black horses. 

Thousands of troops in dress uni- 
form marched behind the cars to the 
slow beat of drums and the sound of 
muted fifes. 

Behind the soldiers came zobed bar-

Along the route many war veterans 
joined the procession in tribute to the 
man who gave four sons to France 
during the war and then, at the peak 
of a long career, sacrificed his own 


, life because a crazed Russian saw 


him as the symbol of the nation he 
wished to drag into a war with soviet 
Russia. 

Fifty thousand persons knelt before 
the cathedral, where gas lamps and 
black crepe drapings created a ghost- 
ly atmosphere even in daylight. About 
2000 crowded into the cathedral, 
where Cardinal Verdier officiated at 
high mass while the coffin rested on

NEW YORK, May 12.—(/)—Finan- 
cial markets slipped into a decline 
today. 

Reactions in stocks, United States 
government bonds and wheat were 
rather emphatic and although trading 
did not increase appreciably it was 
apparent that buyers still preferred to 
hug the sidelines and await more con- 
crete evidence as to which way the 
play was likely to go. 

Weakness in shares began with the 
rails, gradually extending until all 
classifications had been affected. Wall 
Street’s attention was diverted from 
credit expansion efforts to Washing- 
ton discussions of a large fund for 
federal relief. 

It was difficult to pick out a spe 
cific reason for the decline, which 
interrupted the dull firmness evident 
earlier this week. 

Union Pacifie reduced its dividend 
payment to $1.50 from $2.50 and the 
stock broke 4 1-2 points, recovering 
part of its loss. Norfolk & Western 
and Baltimore & Ohio reacted 1 to 3, 
putting carrier averages into new low 
ground. 

Losses of 1 to 2 elsewhere were 
numerous, and embraced American 
Telephone, American Can and Case. 
Oils followed the line of least resist- 
ance. Preferreds were soggy. Volume 
totaled 917,800 shares. | 

The New York Federal Reserve 
bank maintained its rediscount rate 
at 3 oer cent, uninfluenced by the 
lower British bank rate, which was 
cut to 2 1-2 per cent. 

Although there has been no con- 
firmation of reports that the Bank of 
England has agreed to co-operate in 
an international move toward busi- 
ness stimulation through easy money, 
it is being pointed out that present 
policies here and in Great Britain are 
working along similar lines and to- 
wurd the same goal—stoppage of de- 
flation. 

New York city member banks re- 
duced their loans by $73,000,000 in 
the week ended May 11, most of the 
decline appearing in security loans, 
which were off $63,000,000. They did, 
however, increase their investments by 
$19.000,000. 

Currency circulation was down $17,- 
000,000, thus’ reversing the movement 
evident last week when this item rose 
$50,000,000, a larger gain than could

WASHINGTON, May 12.—(4)— 
Cotton seed crushed in the nine-month 
period, August 1 to April 30, was re- 
ported today by the census bureau to 
have totaled 4,926,878 tons, compared 
with 4,564,922 tons for the same pe- 
riod a year ago, and cotton seed on 
hand at mills April 30 was 522,795 
tons, compared with 97,374 tons a 
year ago.

NEW YORK, May 12.—Federal upem- 
ployment relief proposed in the senate and

Other High | U. S. Offi- 
cials See Masons Dedi- 
cate Memorial to Amer- 
ica’s First President. 


ALEXANDRIA, Vai May 12.—(4) 
While President and Mrs. Hoover 
looked on, Masonry today dedicated 


with pageantry and symbolism a lofty 
temple as a memorial to a Mason— 
George Washington. 

Rain fell unceasingly throughout 
the day. The ceremonies had been ar- 
ranged for the open space in front of 
the temple, but the tiers of seats there 
were left empty and dripping and the 
exercises proceeded in the auditorium 
of the temple itself. 

The boom of guns from the old 
frigate Constitution and coast guard 
vessels anchored in the near-by Poto; 
mac told the spectators jamming the 
auditorium that the presidential party 
was arriving. 

President Hoover was serious of 
face as he entered, but an explosive 
burst of applause brought a smile. He 
took a-seat and watched the ritual 
closely. 

By him sat Mrs, Hoover, her black 
and white costume contrasting with 
the brighter colors of Masonic uni- 
forms. 

Just below’in the audience sat sev- 
eral members of the cabinet, among 
them Secretaries Hurley, Adams, Hyde 
and Doak and /Postmaster-General 
Brown. Many members of congress 
were present, 

Charles H. Callahan, of Alexandria. 
dedicated the temple after the pouring 
of the symbolic oil, corn and wine 
from silver and golden pitchers. 

Callahan, a past grand master of 
Virginia Masons, laid the cornerstone 
of the structure in 1923. Another 
president—Warren G. Harding—jour- 
neyed from near-by Washington that 
day.

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Reichstag Is Adjourned 
After Government Wins 
Test, Loses Groener. 


BERLIN,: May 12.—(4)—Ger- 
many’s political turbulence was raised 
to new heights today by a disorderly 


session of the reichstag, in which 
Adolf Hitler’s national socialists cama 
off second best, and by a successful 
nazi assault on the Bruening cabinet. 

The reichstag was suddenly adjourn- 
ed by Speaker Paul Loebe after a 
hurried investigation had established 
that four nazi members had mauled a 
social democrat newspaperman in one 
of the lobbies. 

Adjournment was decreed after the 
government had defeated a motion of 
no-confidence by a vote of 287 to 257. 
The sudden ending of the session 80 
astonished the Hitlerites they didn’t 
know what to do. They herded in cor- 
ridors where there were scenes of the 
utmost disorder. 

The Hitlerite success of the day’s 
doings was the ousting of General 
Wilhelm Groener from the post of 
He has been a 
marked man, so far as the nazis were 
concerned, ever since he dissolved Hit- 
ler’s storm troops. 

In the tumultuous reichstag session 
Tuesday General Groener defended 
this dissolution order. But his speech 
was considered a failure, for he has 
been in ill health and he did not make 
much of an impression. 

Immediately thereafter General 
Curt Von Schleicher, his right-hand 
man, and General Curt Von Hammer- 
stein, chief of staff of the army, sug- 
gested to him that he ought to resign. 
Today he asked President Von Hin- 
denburg to relieve him of the defense 
ministry, but he said he wanted to 
continue as minister of the interior, 
a portfolio he also has been holding. 

Jany political observers declared 
the Groener resignation was another 
move in the reconstruction of the cab- 
inet which is expected to make it a 
little more popular with the national 
socialists and the nationalists.

Pennsylvania Senator, 
Long Silent on Prohibi- 
tion, Favors Licensed 
Dispensaries. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—(4)— 
Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, long 
silent on prohibition, today came out 
for licensed dispensaries and thereby 
started another round of speculation 
on whether the republicans would 
adopt a wet or moist plank. at Chi- 
cago. 

Coupled with a statement in Cleve- 
land by Joseph R. Nutt, treasurer of 
the party's national committee, that 
the wet victories in the Ohio primary 
should be given consideration by that 
state’s delegation to the national con- 
vention, the Reed declaration was re- 
garded as strengthening greatly the 
forces advocating a referendum plank. 

An administration spokesman in the 
senate, Reed has been mentioned in 
some quarters as President Hoover's 
choice as chairman of the convention 
resolutions committee. He said today 
he was speaking for no one but him- 
self, that he was not chairman yet, 
and that his statement had no con- 
nection with administration policy. 
He added he had not talked with the 
president for several days. 

The senator announced his views 
in a public letter to several hundred 
constituents who had sought his views 
on prohibition. He said he had not 
received a single unfavorable reply. 

He favored the Swedish or Quebec 


systems of liquor control, but said 
he would oppose any repeal which did 
not guard against the return of the 
licensed saloon or permit dry states 
to retain prohibition if they wished. 

Reed probably will repeat his views 
to the meeting in Philadelphia Sat- 
urday of the state committee and the 
delegation to the national convention.
